No . 2044 , dated 19th Dec . 1986 . - An examination for 
admission to the Military College for the 24th Course 
commencing in January 1958 will be held by the 
Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad , 
Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, 
Patna, Shillong and Srinagar some time in June 1957. 

2 . Candidates who qualify at the written examina 
tion conducted by the Commission will be required to 
appear before a Services Selection Board for inter 
view . 

3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be 
offered for entry into the Military College as a result 
of this examination will be 23. The number of vacan 
cies is liable to alteration . 

4 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be 
· ( a ) a citizen of India ; or 

(b ) a subject of Sikkim ; or 
( c ) a person who has migrated from Pakistan or 

from the unliberated areas of Jammu and 
Kashmir with the intention of permanently 

setting down in India ; or 
(d ) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a 

former French possession in India . 
NOTE 1 , - The appointment of candidates in cate 
gories ( c ) and ( d ) above will be subject to the issue 
of certificates of eligibiuty in their favour by the Goy 
ernment of India . Certificates of eligibility will not 
however be necessary in the case of candidates be 
longing to any of the following categories : 
( 1 ) Persong who migrated to India from Pakistan 

before 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been 

resident in India since then . 
( 2 ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

after 18th July 1948 but before 30th Septem 
ber 1948 and had got themselves registered as 

citizens within the time allowed . 
(3 ) Gorkha subjects of Nepal, 
( 4 ) Non - citizens who entered service under the 

Union before the commencement of the Con 
stitution , viz ., 26th January 1950 , and who 
have continued in such service , since then . 
Any such person who re - entered or may re 
enter such service with a break , after the 26th 
January 1950 , will however require certificate 

of eligibility in the usual way. 
NOTE 2.- - A widower or a person who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above rule . 

5 . Candidates should be medically At in all respects 
for service in any part of the world . The standards of 
medical Atness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected sub 
sequently on medical grounds. Candidates are there . 
tore advised in their own interest to get themselves 
medically examined before applying , to avoid dis 
appointment at the final stage, 

A sufficient number of guitable candidates recom 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be medl 
cally examined by a Board of Service Doctors . A can 
didate who is not declared it by the Medical Board 


will not be admitted to the Multary College . The 
mere fact that the medical examination of a candidate 
has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors 
will not mean or imply that the candidate has been 
Anally selected . 

6 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training . A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application , 
thougb successful at this or any subsequent examina 
tion , will not be selected for training , and a candidate 
who marries whilst under training shall be discharged 
and will be lable to refund all expenditure incurred 
on him by the Government. 

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination must 
have been born not earlier than the 2nd January 1937 
and not later than 1st January 1940 . These age limits 
will apply to all the candidates including person 
nel serving in the regular or the Territorial Army. 

THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED .

( f ) A dinlema evamination in engineering pro 

vided that the examination if taken atter &

quent to Matriculation and provided also that 
the examination in recoonised by a State 

Government for employment under it: or 
( g ) any other examination which may be recog 

nited by the U . P .S .C . as equivalent to the 

ahove . 
NOTE . - Candidates who have appeared or intend to 
appear at any of the above examinations may Aldo 
apply for admission to this examination . The appli 
cations of such candidates will be accepted provi 
sionally and they will be required to furnish prot 
of having passed that examination as snon as possible 
and in any case not later than the 10th December 1957 ; 
otherwise candidature will be cancelled . 

9 . Candidates who were admitted to an earlier course 
at the National Defence Academy ( formerly Joint 
Services Wing ) /Military College ( formerly Military 
Wing ) / Air Force College ( formerly Alr Force Academy) 
or Naval Training Establishments , but were removed 
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therefroin on disriplinary grounds or for permanent 
medical illuess or for lack vi officer - like -qualities 
will not be admitted to this examination . 


Candidates who were previously wlthdrawn from 
the Military Collcgc ( turmcly Military Wing ) on 
academic grounds, except those who were withdrawn 
from the NCC and Graaruites Courses on academic 
grounds will not also be admitted to this examination , 


10 . The dersion of the Union Public Service Com 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi 
date for admission to the examination shall be final. 


11. A candidate found guilty of imperyonation or 
of submitting talricatori docuincnt or documents which 
have been tanipered with or of making statements 
which are incorrect or false or suppressing material 
information or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the cxamination hell or otherwise resorting 
to any other irregular ur Improper means for obtain 
ing admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himselt liable to a criminal prosecution 
be debarred elther permanently or for a specified 
period : — 
( a ) by the Commission from admission to any 

examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi 

dates ; and 
(b ) by the Central Government from employ 

ment under the Government. 


12 . No candidate shall be admitted to the examina 
tion unless he holils d certificate of adrnission from 
the Union Public Service Commission . 

13 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to 
obtain support for his candidature by any means may 
disqualify him for admission , 

14 . The maximum nuinber of candidates to be ad 
mitted to the comination may at the discretion of the 
Union Public Service Commission be limited to such 
number as the Coinmission may decide. If a limit is 
Imposed and the number of condidates excceds that 
In it , the Union Public Service Commission shall 
select from amongst the applicants those who shall be 
admitted to the examination and shall have regard in 
so doing to the suitability of the applicants for ad 
mission to the Military College . 

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed

19. Success at the examination confcr s no right of 
admission to the Military College. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the Military 
College 
20 . Before the candidate joins the Military College 
( a ) he will be required to sign a certificate to the 

effect that he fully understands that he or his 
legal heirs shall not be entitled to claim any 
compensation or other relief from the Govern 
ment in respect of any injury which he may 
sustain in the course of or as a result of the 
training to be undergone by him at the Mill 
tary College, whether due to the negligence 

of any person or otherwise ; 
( b ) his parent or guardian will be required to 

sign a bond to the effect that, if for any reason 
considered within his control, the candidate 
wishes to withdraw before the completion of 
the course or falls to accept a Commission , it 
offered , he will be liable to refund the whole 
or such portion of the cost of tuition , food , 
clothing and pay and allowances received , as 

may be decided upon by Government. 
21. Candidates who have also applied for the Indian 
Navy Examination for admission as Special Entry 
radets into the Indian Navy or for the Indian Air 
Force Examination for admission into the Air Force 
College must exercise their Anal option before join 
ing the Military College. After admission , they will be 
considered neither for Special Entry in the Navy nor 
for direct commission in the Air Force. 

22 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a course 
of training for about two years. Candidates will be 
enrolled under the Army Act as gentlemen cadets . 
Gentlemen cadets will be dealt with for ordinary dis 
ciplinary purposes under the rules and regulations of 
the Military College . 

23 While the cost of training including accom 
modation , books, uniforms, boarding and nodical 
treatment, will be borne by Government, candidates 
will be expected to meet their pocket expenses thern 
selves . The minimum expenses at the Military College 
are not likely to exceed Rs. 40 per mensem . If A cadet s 
parent or guardian is unable to meet wholly or partly , 
even this expenditure , financial assistance may be 
granted by the Government. No cadet whose parent 
or guardian has an Income of Rs. 300 per mensem or 
above would be eligible for the grant of the Nnancial 
assistance . The immovable property and other assets 
and inconie from all sources fre also taken into ac 
count for determining the cligibility for financial assis 
tance . 

A candidato desirous of having any Anancial assis 
tance should immediately after being finally selected 
for training at the Military College , submit an applica 
tion through the District Magistrate of his District who 
will with his recommendation forward the application 
to the Director, Military Training , Army Heach 
quarters , New Delhi.

The 
maxlınuni number of inarks obtainable at the Services 
Selection Board inlervicw will be 900 . Candidates 
who obtain the minimum qualifying marks at the 
Services Selection Board tests will be subject to a 
Physical Endurance Test, details of which are given 
In Appendix IV for which there will separately be a 
maximum of 200 marks. To be acceptable , candidates 
should scrure the minimum qualifying marks in the 
Physical Enrlurance Test also .

NOTE . — The correlation table between height, age and 
weight is only a guide and cannot be applied universal 
ly . There may be some individuals who according to 
the table are over -weight but from general build of 
the body are fit in every other respects . The over 
weight may be due to heavy bones and muscular deve 
lopment and not to obesity. In such cases , the board 
should use their discretion . Similarly for those who 
are under - weight, criteria should be the general built 
of the body and proportionate development, rather 
than rigid adherence to the table , 


( c ) Chest.- -- The chest should be well - developed with 
A minimum range of expansion of 2 inches.

It should be ensured that a sufficient number of 
natural and sound teeth are present for efficient 
mastication . 
( a ) A candidate must have a minimum of 14

TEST

- An Army, 
Navy and Air Force examination for admission to the 
National Defence Academy for the 19th Course com 
mencing in January 1968 will be held by the Union 
Public Service Commission at Allahabad , Bombay , 
Calcutta , Delhi, Ludhiana , Madras, Nagpur, Patna , 
Shillong and Srinagar some time in June 1957 . 

2. Admission to the National Defence Academy will 
be made on the results of a written examination to be 
conducted by the Union Public Service Commission 
and an interview by a Services Selection Board . 

3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be 
offered for entry into the Academy as a result of this 
examination will be 167 for the Army and the Navy 
and 50 for the Air Force . This is only a provisional 
estimate and is , therefore , liable to alteration 

Candidates should indicate in the application form 
their order of preference if they wish to compete for 
more than one Service . Due consideration will be 
given to the preference expressed by a candidate at 
the time of his application , but the Government of 
India reserves power to assign him to any Service or 
branch of Service taking into consideration the vacan 
cies available in each Service or branch and the apti 
tude of the candidate . 

NOTE 1. - Ratings (including boys and artificer ap 
prentices ) of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy 
as their first preference 

NOTE 2 .- Candidates who have applied for the 
Indian Navy Examination for admission as Special 
Entry Cadets into the Indian Navy or Indian Air Force 
Examination for admission into the Air Force College 
must exercise their final option before admission to 
the National Defence Academy course . After admis 
sion , they will be considered neither for Special Entry 
in the Navy, nor for direct commission in the Air 
Force . 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be 

( a ) a citizen of India , or

( c ) a person who has migrated from Pakistan or

The 
development of the candldate should be such that by 
the time he attains the age of 17 , he will reach the 
standards of medical Atness shown in Appendix I. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recom 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be 
medically examined by a Board of Service Doctors . 
A candidate who is not declared fit by the Medical 
Board will not be admitted to the Academy, The 
mere fact that the medical examination has been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not 
mean or imply that the candidate has been finally 
selected . 


NOTE ( 11). - Candidates who have appeared or intend 
to appear at any of the above examinations may also 
apply for admission to this examination .

ing admission to the examination may , in addition to 
rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period : 
( a ) by the Commission from admission to any 

examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi 

dates ; and 
( b ) by the Central Government from employment 

under the Government. 
12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examina . 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from 
the Union Public Service Commission , 

13 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
gupport for his candidature by any means may dis 
quality him for admission . 

14 . The maximum number of candidates to be ad 
mitted to the examination may, at the discretion of 
the Commission be limited to such number as 
the Commission , may decide.
